nels, we have the only juſt Claim to be Printers to this Aſſembly. And 
ſeing that we are moſt Capable, and that any that can compete with us, are 
Served either by 2 or perſons otherways unqualified. And that we 


are deſirous to = erve our Priviledge, as much by the Favour of this Aſ- 
ww as by Pl 


ſem eading our Right in Law. And that onthe Faith of His 
Majefties Gift, your Petitioners have Printed a great number of Bibles, 
Pſalm Books, Confeſſions of Faith, and _ o and are 
preſently Printing many more; and are provided with Ty aper, and 
all —— gram value; whereby the allowing of any che — to 
Print to the Kirk, would raiſe their pretence to the Printing, and Vending 
of other Books of Divinity, Authoriſed by the Kirk, and thereby ruine 
your Petitioners.
